‘A young Canadian painter, by name Jim 
Houston, who is a graduate of the Toronto School 
of Art, has earned the gratitude of the Eskimos in 
certain regions of Canada’s northern hinterland 
by his helpful encouragement of their handicrafts. 


When during the last war 
he was, while serving with 
the Toronto Scottish regi- 
ment, stationed for a time 
on the’ fringe of the Arctic 
Circle, he became interested 
in the Eskimos living near 
his post. So after his dis- 
charge from the nrmy he 
determined to do some 
paintings of Eskimo life 
and induced a friend, who 
was an airman, to transport 
him to Port Harrison on 
Hudson Bay. 


There he painted numerous 
pictures of the Eskimos in 1948 
and when he returned he 
brought out about twenty native 
carvings In stone or walrus 
ivory. 


When he showed these articles 
to officiats of the Canadian 
Wandicrafta Guild in Montreal, 
they were sv impressed with 
their merits that they asked 
him to get several hundred 
more for public sale. Ac- 
cordingly, when he revisited the 
Arctic in 1947, hg secured by 
bartering cartridges, necdles, 
tea, &s,, for them some thousand 
more articles, which were all 
sold in Montreal in a few days. 


This year Mr Houston, during 
his fourth visit to the Arctic, 
bough! about three thousand 
pieces; the majority of them 
‘were carved animals, dolls, and 
baskets, but he also secured

He roports that the Eskimos 
take grent pride in their stand~ 
ards of craftsmanship and fs full 
of praise of their good-natured 
friendliness to visitors whom

In his work he has had help- 
ful co-operation from the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, and the 
Federal Government has Iately 
recognised its value by giving
